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WHAT NOT TO DO WHEN VOTING: TAKE A SELFIE

If you’re tempted to take a selfie with your marked ballot 
Tuesday and show the world, via social media, whom you 
voted for, that’s technically illegal. 

While the state’s election code doesn’t explicitly ad- 
dress photography, there is a section on “unlawful ob- 
servation of voting,” said Ken Menzel, general counsel 
for the Illinois State Board of Elections. The law states 
that any person who “knowingly” marks his or her ballot 
so it can be observed by another person can be charged 
with a Class 4 felony, which is punishable by one to three 
years in prison. 

Taking a photo of a marked ballot falls under that law, 
Menzel said. The law was created to undermine vote 
buying schemes, he said. It’s illegal for anyone to prom- 
ise, give or lend voters money or anything of value—even 
if it’s gift cards, a beer or a carton of cigarettes — to vote, 
to register to vote or to even influence that voter so they 
cast a ballot in support or against a candidate. Whoever 
is attempting to buy the vote may want evidence such 
as a photo of the ballot to show how the voter voted. 
Prohibiting photos of ballots makes it more difficult to 
prove how someone cast their ballot if they are trying to 
sell their vote, he said. 

State Rep. La Shawn Ford (D-Chicago) last month 
introduced a bill to the House that would allow voters 
to photograph their own ballots “at any time during the 
voting process” without consequences. But a person 
who gives, promises to give or gets any money in connec- 
tion with disseminating the photo still would be com- 
mitting a Class 4 felony. 

“You don’t want to deter young voters,” Ford said. 
“Young voters are very excited about social media. 


They're very excited about smartphones and excited 
about participating and showing they participated in 
certain things. Any time you rain on that parade, you’re 
going to lose voters,” he said. 

He said he noticed voters taking photos as they cast 
ballots for President Obama and heard from people who 
said they didn’t know they weren't allowed to take pic- 
tures of themselves celebrating that they voted for the 
first time. 

While he doesn’t want people to sell votes, simply tak- 
ing a photo of a ballot doesn’t pose a threat or intend to 
harm anyone, Ford said. 

Until the bill is passed, it’s best to take the proud self- 
ies with your ballot receipts outside of the polling place, 
election officials said. 

Taking a photo without the marked ballot but inside 
the polling place can make other voters uncomfortable 
and can be disruptive, said Jim Allen, spokesman for the 
Chicago Board of Election Commissioners. The same 
thing with talking on your cellphone, he said. 

If an election judge orders you to stop taking photos, 
you have to comply, as they’re charged with keeping the 
polling place under control, Allen said. Otherwise, if 
you don't follow their order, you can be charged with a 
Class A misdemeanor, which is punishable by up to one 
year in jail. 

Bringing your smartphone into the polling place and 
using it in the voting booth as a reference guide in cast- 
ing your ballot is fine, he said. 

“You're performing a civic duty. You’re voting. This 
isn’t like going to the Hawks game. This isn’t selfie time,” 
Allen said.

This is not the first bus rapid transit project 
the city has stalled on.

A controversial 
$160 million proposal to designate bus-only 
lanes on 16 miles of Ashland Avenue between 
Irving Park Road on the North Side and 95th 
Street on the South Side has gone nowhere. 

In the Loop project, key details including 
who will perform the work still have yet to 
be announced. The city said in September 
that it would select a contractor by year’s 
end. Claffey did not say which contractor has 
been selected.

Derails about how conmevuners will be al 
fected during construction and whether the 
work will bring bus and car reroutes are being 
finalized, Claffey said. 

In the meantime, the city is wrapping up 
utility work in the area where the express bus 
system will be built. The city replaced water 
mains and did sewer and gas work, Claffey 
said. 

At least one CTA bus rider is excited for 
the work to begin. 

Gabrielle Davis, 24, said she regularly rides 
the No. J14 bus between 67th Street and 
downtown to run errands. Davis said her 
30- to 45-minute trip becomes slower when 
taxis pull over in front of buses to pick up 
and drop off passengers. 

Under the bus rapid transit system, taxis 
and cars would travel separately from buses, 
which Davis said she will appreciate. 

“I would actually not mind my commute 
and I would be happier because it would be 
faster,” said Davis, of South Shore.
